Winter Feed For Cows. 

Every one who knows anything 
about tbe tastes of tbe cow knows that 
sbe prefers good, succulent grass, such 
aa grows In tbs summer. But In tbs 
winter this cannot be provided. An 
excellent substitute, however, can ba 
made In nearly every section of tbe 
country. Many of the roots. If given 
In connection with bay or corn fodder, 
add a great deal of succulence. 

Mangels, carrots and the like make a 
very good substitute. Pumpkins and 
potatoes even will do when other roots 
cannot be obtained. Turnips are very 
good, but If too tpauy are fed tbe milk ' 
will have a very objectionable taate. 

Tbe following ration Is an excellent 
’one for tbe dairy cow In winter: Blight 
to ten pounds of good clover bay. 
thirty pounds of corn silage, fifteen to 
twenty pounds of mangels and eight 
to ten pounds of corn and oats chop. 
This la a maximum amount. Borne 
animals may not require so much feed 
as tbla. 

Tbe next requisite la pure water In 
plentiful supply. 

Then tbe cow should have plenty of 
aalt and be treated kindly. It is usual¬ 
ly tbe case that when a man attends 
properly to salting the-cows he will 
treat them kindly in other respects —

Story of a Girl Ambitious to Run 
an Automobile. 


The Farm lee Supply. 

Avoid alnsb or snow ice aa much as 
possible. Watcb for those several days 
of continuous bard freezing, then tap 
tbe Ice field at Its best, writes a 
Michigan farmer in American Agricul¬ 
turist. Six Inch Ice Is. of course, good, 
but eigbteeu inch Is better, as the 
thicker tbe cake tbe belter its keep¬ 
ing quality. Cleat the held of suow 
and with either line or straight edge 
mark off the cakes to be cut. using 
any sharp pointed instrument for tbe 
marking. An old file makes a good 
tool for tbe purpose. Mark tbe field 
off Into eighteen inch squares, being 
careful to have tbe cakes cut exactly 
to measure, for In no other way can 
close storage be accomplished. Cut out 
corner cake with in ax and start tbe 
saw exactly on tbe line, bolding saw 
straight up and down. Remove one 
handle from tbe saw and lb Its place 
attach a small weight, said weight 
adding much to tbe rapidity or tbe 
8awing. Two pairs of Ice tongs at 
about 50 cents each complete tbe out¬ 
fit for tbe farmer's Ice harvest.

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The man who succeeds must fill his job so full 
that he bulges out a little at the top; where people 
can see him. The successful store must do the same 
thing, only in a different way. 

- The goods must be on hand; the prices must be 
right; the service must be commendable; the trading 
must be square; the kind of square that has four 
equal sides and four right angles. 

Every successful store has its trademark whether 
the merchant knows it or net. Its advertising and its 
service have created a public sentiment in its favor 
which neither reverses nor fire nor time can obliter¬ 
ate. Nine times out of ten this trademark is the 
store's biggest asset. 

Much of the ordinary store advertising is a hand- 
to-mouth sort of business; an effort to make tomor¬ 
row's sales equal to today's or yesterday’s; and this 
is just as true of the department store as of the small¬ 
er shop. The advertisement appears in the morning 
and the merchant figures out the net results in the 
evening. It is true that the bargain advertisement 
of today is of little, if any, use next week. It is for¬ 
gotten in twenty-four hours; but if the store makes 
a feature of genuine bargains, then each bargain sale 
helps to advertise the bargain department. The 
advertising ought to be done in such a way as to* 
permanently advertise the department as well as to 
emphasize the bargains of the day. 

Don’t go at it as if you were advertising an' 
auction sale. As I said at the outset, your store is the 
seed in the soil; the advertising is the rain and the 
sunshine. Inexperienced advertisers dig up the seed 
every evening to see if it is growing; or pull up the 
young plant by the roots because it didn't bear fruit 
or flowers the first week. 

It is safe to say that not more than one-third of 
the people are looking for bargains; the other two- 
thirds are looking for quality and style. The very fact 
that the goods are offered at bargain prices leaves the 
impression that there is something wrong with the 
quality or that the style is a season behind. Good 
advertising should enable a merchant to sell $20 coats 
at $25 instead of $25 coats at $ 12 . 50 ; in other words, 
it should create confidence rather than doubt. As in 
stocks and bonds, the securities quoted above par are 
always more desirable in the thought of the investing 
public than are those quoted at a discount. 

Advertising is a tremendous force which in action 
contradicts all mechanical laws. The circumference 
and speed and working power increase, while the 
motor remains the same. 

Make your advertising continuous. This is the 
first great secret of success. Copy and m *dium and 
circulation are all subordinate to keeping everlastingly 
at it
